U.S. bombers 
active on 
Vietnam fronts 


SAIGON (Reuter). — North Viet- 
nam yesterday claimed to have shot 
down two U.S. planes as American 
B-52 bombers made their heaviest 
raids over South Vietnam in more 
than two years. 

The US. reported the loss of 
only one Phantom jet over tle 
gouthern panhandle of Laos on 


‘Thursday. 

A U.S. command spokesman said 
the increased bombing was aimed 
at disrupting the North Vietnamese 
and Vietcong supply and communi- 
cations system so that a predicted 
major offensive could mot be 
launched. An offensive wouki be 
widely interpreted as a Communist 
gesture to President 
Nixon during his visit to China next 
week. 
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appears willing to return some of 
the territories; in the two others, 
she is unwilling to do so. 

The first classification includes 
areas in Sinai, anchored by Nahal 
settlements such as Nahal Yam at 
the Bardawill Lagoon.

A second category includes areas 
ia which civillan settlements have 
been established, and which, accord- 
ing to the best information avail- 
able, Israel has no intention of giv- 
ing up. It is precisely because of 
these ‘areas that Israel declined to 
commit herself to the Jarring me- 
morandum of February, 1971, in 
which the U.N. envoy asked an Is- 
Tael commitment to withdrawal to 
the international boundaries of Man- 
datory Palestine, Such settlements 
have been established along the en- 
tire length of the Jordan rift, in the 
Golan Heights, and at the southern 
flank of the Gaza Strip. They serve 
elementary securiiy aims. 

THIRD GROUP 

The third category includes East 
Jerusalem, the Golan Heights, and 
the approaches to Sharm el-Shetih, 
all of which Israel has indicated will 
not be given up under any circum~- 
stances. 

The fourth category includes areas 
on which Israel has not formulated 
8. definite position. But it is clear 
that Israel will not allow these 
areas to become “out of bounds” to 
Israelis and Israel. Hebron is a good 
example of this category, despite the 


fact that it was signed away in the 
1949 Armistice Agrement with Jor- 
dan. It was pointed out here that 
Jews lived in Hebron unt 1929, and 
that some returned in 1937 — and 
that whatever disposition is made 
of Hebron, Israel will insist that 
Jews retain the right to reside 
in their second-holiest city. 

The sources here also indicated 
that a militarily-strong Israel may 
be one of President Nixon's trump 
cards for his talks with Soviet lea- 
ders in Moscow In May. Still, De- 
fence Minister Moshe Dayan's com- 
ment that “the fact that the roof 
isn’t leaking doesn't necessarily in- 
dicate that isn’t raining outside,” 
Js taken as an indication that the 
new-found Israel-U.S. harmony does 
not mean that the Americans and 
the Israelis are in agreement on all 
substantive aspects of a possible in- 
terim or other solution. 

There are cértain risks to be 
taken by all four parties to a pos- 
sible interim solution, the sources 
pointed out. The tians, for 
example, might fear that the Is- 
raels might withdraw to a second 
line “and then stay there forever.” 
For the Americans, the reopening 
of the Suez Canal involves the 
chance that Soviet involvement in 
the Indian Ocean may increase great- 
ly, and radically change the balance 
of power in Bast Africa as well 85 
the Indian subcontinent. A reopened 
Canal may give the Egyptians a 
new feeHng of independence, and 
loosen the Russians’ hold on them. 
For Israel, a withdrawal means pul- 
Ing back from the best defence 
line.

‘No reason has been given for 
today’s meeting, which Cairo Radlo 
sald wouki be attended by the 
Vice-Presidents, the presidential ad- 
visers, the Premier and his deputies, 
fncluding Minister of War Gen. Mo- 
hammed Ahmed Sadek, Cairo Radio 
Said that Sadat would also hold 
talks with the former Prime Minis- 
ter and the Foreign Minister, Mah- 
moud Fawzi and Mahmoud Riad, 
both of whom are currently presi- 
dential advisers on foreign affairs. 

A number of Egyptian leaders 
are expected to confer this week 
with the U.S. new chief diplomat 
In Egypt, Joseph Greene, who ar- 
rived in Cairo Friday night In place 
of former envoy Donald Bergus. 
There were no Egyptian offtcials 
or even Egyptian newsmen at the 
airport to meet Mr. Greene. 

It was not char whether the 
scheduled meetings with Mr. Greene 
would deat with the American pro- 
posals for a ez Canal reopening. 
The American “iplomat himself onty 
said that he was looking forward 
to meeting leaders to dis- 
cuss topics “which may be appro- 
priate for us to discuss.” He said 
he would first look into the “aspi- 
Yations, problems and opportunities 
of this great country.” 

Mr, Greene is due to pay 8ἃ cour- 
tesy visit to the Foreign Ministry 
tomorrow, but there were no in- 


dications of a conference with For- 
εἰσ Minister Murad Ghaleb. 

A<yot's new political moves are 
unlikely to ‘be announced before the 
Wednesday convention of the A.S.U. 
National . Cairo’s semi-offi- 
cial “Al-Ahram” per sakd yes- 
terday that at the opening session 
they will hear a report from Sadat 
on the current political and military 
situation, the Arab and the inter- 
national situation and the domestic 
situation. 

“Al-Ahram” said that the con- 
gress will hear a report the follow- 
ing day from Minister of Justice 
Mohammed Salameh on the interro- 
gation of students who were de- 
tained at the height of the untiver- 
sity student demonstrations protest- 
ing Sadat’s government's “foggy” 
policies. 

The paper sald that 36 persons 
were still in detention in connection 
with the demonstrations, adding 
that 27 of these are undergraduates. 
The remaining nine were described 
as non-student “foreign elements” 
suspected of having incited the stu- 
dents. 

Meanwhile, students at the Alex- 
andria University returned to classes 
yesterday after a two-week spring 
vacation, while the Cairo and the 
Ein Shams universities, both of 
which were the scene of violent 
riots last month, remained closed.

The Middle East News Agency 
quoted “‘an authoritative source” in 
the Jordan government as recalling 
King Hussein'a statements that 
“there can be no peace with Israel 
as long as she holds on to Jerusalem 
and the West Bank” The source 
added that while Israe] does not 


indicate “witlingness" to give up the’ 


territories, Jordan will not make a 
Siugle step towards separate peace 
Degotiations. 

Reports about Mr. Nusselbeh's go- 
between mission were earlier dented 
by the Premier's office in Jerusalem. 
A spokesman for the Prime Minis- 
ter said that Mr. Nusseibeh had 
paid Mrs. Golda Meir a “courtesy 
visit" about a month ago, but no 
Specific politica! topics were dis- 
cuased. 

Mr. Nusselbeh himself also denied 
having met Mrs. Meir on behalf of 
Jordan. In a TV interview Friday 
he said that he expresses “nobody's 
views but my own based on the 
statements of Arab leaders.” He 
said he supported U.N. Security 
Council Resolution 242, “calling for 
Israeli withdrawal from occupied 
territories with some adjustments” 
in the pre-1967 frontlera. 

The question of Mr. Nusseibeh's 
Tmeeting with Mrs. Melr developed 
into a major fople on the West Bank, 
where the present leadership ruled 


out the rumours about Nusseibeh 
@ mandate from Jordan. 

4A champion of the “Palestine en- 
tity” group, Aziz Shehadeh, a Rae- 
maHah lawyer, said in a radio in- 
terview yesterday that Nusseibeh 
must ‘have recelved a mandate from 
Hussein before his meetings 

with Israeli leaders. 

Mr, Shehadeh further doubted 
whether personal contacts with emis- 
saries of King Husseln could lead 
ἴο peace, nobing that such contacts 
were maintained “in the past, with- 
out results.

Defence Minister Moshe Dayan 
said yesterday there was sifll a 
possibility — despite the improved 
climate of Israel-U.S. relations — 
that the U.8. and the Soviet Union 
would arrive at a Middle Bast ag- 
reement not entirely suiting Israel.

PARIS (Reuter), — The way ap- 
peared open yesterday for the Com- 
mon Market to move decisively to- 
economic and monetary 
union following two days of un- 
usually warm Franco-West German 
summit talks here. 

Despite the agreement between 
President Georges Pompidou and 
Chancellor Willy Brandt to press 
ahead quickly towards such a 
usion, much hard bargaining over 
concrete points is Ilkely to lie ahead 
among the Six Common Market 
mations and the four countries due 
to join the community next year. 

But the feeling here yesterday 
was that the Franco-German sum-

In the summit, the Germans ag- 
Teed to France's desire to narrow 
the limits within which Common 
Market currencies can fluctuate 


against each other, from the pre- 
sent margin of 4.5 per cent, al- 
though no figures were made pub- 
lic. France agreed with the Ger- 
man view that a union should cov- 
er economic matters as well as 
strictly monetary points. 


From tomorrow, finance muinist-

Bhutto hopes

KARACHI 4Reuter), — President 
Zuliikar Aji Bhutto said yesterday 
that martlal law will be lifted and 
democracy restored soon in Pakis- 
tan.

Stopping hearts from stopping

Other 
jethel flinesses are almost always 
associated with marked destruction 
of the diseased organ. In many vic- 
tims of ἃ coronary, however, the 
heart muscle appears anatomically 
intact or only minimally injured. 
The sudden death characteristic of 
8 heart attack has been compared 
to the halting of the pendulum of 
a clock: the clock stops ticking 
even though its Internal machinery 
is still in good working order.” 
This paradox has long puzzled 
doctors. What makes the clock 
stop? The heart is in effect ἃ 
muscle; it can fall if the work load 
put on it surpasses its strength. 
But heart attacks mostly strike men 
who ere not subject to excessive 
and continuous physical strain. 


Electrical failure 


The puzzle was solved when it was 
found that in heart attacks the 
muscle often stops working becaus2 
of an electrical failure. ‘A me- 
chanism inside the heart generates 
the electrical “spark” which makes 
the heart muscle contract. It is si- 
milar to the failure of the ignition 
in a car engine, with the diffe- 
rence that in the heart the ignition 
system is part of the organ. This 
discovery moved 2 Cleveland heart 
surgeon to speak of “hearts too 
good to die.” 

‘To save these still serviceable 
hearts, doctors and electronic en- 

ers set up “coronary care 
units" (CCU) at hospitals'.-Phe mew- 
est CCU in Israel went into operation 
last week at the Rambam Hospital 
under the direction of Dr, Egon 
Riss, head of its cardiological de-

“In such ἃ unit as this, and only 
there, can the mortality rate of 
heart attack patients be cut by at 
least one-third, and probably more. 
What thas made this breakthrough 
possible is the fact that the failure 
of the electrical ignition system 
is preceded by symptomatic dis- 
turbances in the rhythm of the 
heart beat, and they show up in 
the electrocardiogram (ECG),” Dr. 
Riss . “The ECG is a gra- 
phic picture of the electrical ac- 
tivity of the heart. If we keep a 
chose and continuous watch on a 
heart attack victim's ECG, we can 
discover the tell-tale symptoms of 
an approaching crisis in the func- 
tion of the heart muscle. Tf the 
symptoms are spotted early enough, 
we can bring the trouble under 
control and stop it by medication. 
Tf it isn’t treated quickly, the dis- 
turbances of the heart rhythm are 
apt to degenerate into a completely 
erratic ignition. And from there, it 
isnt far to a sudden stoppage of 
the heart muscle: we call it 
cardiac arrest due to fibrillation. 
But even in this extreme situation, 
we still can get the electrical ac-

TEL AVIV. — Israel has more kow- 
yers per capita than any other 
country —- and thelr number in- 
creases by 400 to 500 yearly — 
according to Dr. Yehoshua Roten- 
streich, Chairman of the Israel Bar 
Association.

Botzer, Mr. Cohen arrived in Israel 
after a tour of NATO bases and 
today leaves to visit the Sixth 
Fleet on itis way back to New 
York, 

The mxecutive Committee adopted 
a number of resolutions urging ἃ 
firm defence posture from the U.S. 
administration, seeking 2 stronger 
NATO and stronger Sixth Fleet, 
and calling for constancy in U.S. 
cooperation with Israel. 

Mr. Cohen said “the Israel-U.S.

TEL AVIV. — A City official warn- 
ed Friday of the urgent need to re- 
organize Tel Aviv’s administrative 
structure before the City outgrows 
itseli. Speaking at a meeting of the 
Menagement Centre, at the Basle 
Hotel in Tei Aviv, Deputy Mayor 
Ariel Amiad sald there Is serious 
danger that what has happened to 
other major cities in the world will 
happen to Tel Aviv, unless quick 
steps are taken to ensure efficient 


municipal management in future 
years. 


There is a gap between the dyna- 
mic problems of urban society and 
the static administration of the 
City, he sald. This gap can be 
bridged by creating an urban study 
centre, which would provide pro- 
fessional know-how, research and 
lanning — rather than trying to 
Tun the City through committees 
which, though they may deliberate 
with great care and concern, func- 
tton without the preper tools. 


As an example of the growing 
complexity of the bureaucracy, Mr. 
Amiad cited the fact that at least 
48 Government offices — plus the 
Municipality, the World Zionist Or- 
ganization, and various companies 
and οἱ tions — are trying 
simultaneously to deal with the prob- 
lem of slums. Another example is 
the existence of 40 municipal agen- 
cies, al! working under a deputy 
mayor, but without coordination. Mr. 
Amiad ‘believes that these can be 
consolidated into five or six author- 
itles, who could work with a direc- 
tor-general. 


Suggesting a hierarchy of Govern- 
ment units based on neighbourhoods 
and quarters, Mr. Amiad pointed out 
that Greater Tel Aviv already has 
some one million residents, who will 
become less and less inclined to be 
involved in civic activity for the 
City as it grows larger. (Ittm)
